You roust keep this in confidence, unless you want to get Buck's appraisal. You will remember 
that Gary sent wen to us, innocently, we felt afterward, loading us into a horrible and 
painful mess *-il will never forget. APTER it wa3 all over, he tells me that “ed was going 
to a shrink, .<hich is how Gary met him, through Ms problems. Ned found out tliat a rpominent 
shrink was laying a woman patient ''ary described as badly screwed up in thn head, dome 
theraphy!

It comes to me that except for the opening and a few details, Lil knows most of this 
because you told us. As soon a3 I lnew it was you, as you may recall, Ihollered to her to 
pick up the extension because it was you. After we finished, after the shock had begun to 
dull and we began to talk about this awful series of tilings that has befallen you all, she 
saifl what I suppose most men like was the case with me would not tlvi ok. of, that it was a 
helluva note tor Bobby to con you into doing her housework for her with the Hmi 0 f day 
you put in. hy defense was but ahe was pregnant, ^il's response was there is no problem for 
a pregnant woman to do the things she loaded onto you. I Believe Lil in this, ^ary. You 
will know better than either of us, having had your own children. Now if tliat is true, 
add this is a clue. 

I think there is no doubt that Bobby had all the legitimate cause for complaint you 
itemized to rae and perhaps more. On the other hand, despite their obvious errors, from what 
I saw ot two of your boy 3 , I would have to say that they ar-.. pretty decent young men. Lik.

I think proper and relevant defense, if only in your t hink i n g of him. He is, to put it 
another way, entitled to more understanding and sympathy tliato loving parents consider a 
blind obligation to a child. Offspring would be better. He's no kid. If this does not 
make right out of wrong, it is a different context than blind parental fiad&ity. 

There would seem to be no possibility of doubting Bobbie's love for liim as of the time 
I was there. Perhaps she felt is was over and was just sweating it out, hoping he'd take 
root again.

Let's put all these clues together, t is not with certainty that a stranger can do 
this, but my purpose is Biot to tell myself but to help you anu nuck figure out the seeminglg 
incomprehensible, what of all this shocking bad news stunned me worse, tlie time she picked 
to tell Larry she wa3 finally breaking it up. After at least six + years of putting up with 
what has to be hard for any woman. 

Consider that she did not break off when she was pregnant anu did not get an abortion. 
Consider that she started loading you with work she knew she shouldn't, too. Or, taking 
advantage of you. I think is this was not Jier way all the time it reflects a state of mind. 
Now, all of a 3uiiden, she finds that in addition to a baby to raise she has at best a 
permanently-crip pled husband to spend the rest of his life with, another load. That she 
would want to buck him back to you is comprehensible. What isn*t is the tim i n g of telling. 

It really i3n n t to me yet, but it is so inhuman that I tliink it has to be out-of-character 
for anyone except a beast or the seriously— troubled, emotionally. All of a sudden all 
those wasted years came flooding back on her and tlie painful ones ahead must have been an 
oppressive thought. I'm not skilled in the workings ox" the minu, but I tlii n k 3ome kind of 
self-defense/ self- -preservation mechanism took over, that he understandable resentment of 
so many years added to it made decent behavior impossible for her ego Vin the non-great-guy 
sense, the one that everyone has and needs). I think it is possible *to understand tliis as 
the final need of her mind after all those years and blows to her self-esteem, that 3 he just 
could not cope with all of that ana. the bleak future. 

^on't just feel sorry for sarry for his truthful confession, tiiat he can't understand 
why both of you have put up with everything. Try ana use that as a means of getting him out 
of what has to a very severe depression. As you know, I have told you I fit no pattern. I 
have not practised Judaism since I was a kid. Nor am X true to all the Old Testament philo- 
sophy. For example, I find the turning of the cheek preferable to an eye for an eye. But 
my favorite book of, the bible (also JFK's, by the way) is Ecclesiastes. At first it seems 
despresaing. It isn t if it is thought about. I think that if Larry repeads it xact as an 
expression of philo so phyra the r than as a preaching of religion, it may help him work his ■ 
way out of at least some of thi 3 in his own mind. Maybe you'd better reread it first, for 
you know his mind better than I. There is no need for Larry to be a vegetable, not if he 
wants not to be. I think this is the part you ane Buck should work on, like Wallace is 
working on his physical theraphy. It will be hard. But the doing in itself will be a reward 
to him, will have meaning, besides leading to an improvement in his ciroumstances.
